Regarding Webster, Senator Chandler spoke
of his ancestry, of his father and mother, and
then gave a brief sketch of his lifs in New
Hampshire, and sketched hlg career after he
became a resident of Massachusetts, con-
cluding substantially as follows: It may not
be claimed that no one has surpassed Mr.
Webster as a lawyer, there can be no reason-
able doubt that no one has excelled hiin as
an orator or a8 a statesman. IL I8 not, how-
ever, the part of wisdom nor reguired by the
demands of the hour, it would, indesd; be
discournging rather than helpful to the rising
generation of today, to present the character
of Mr. Webster as wholly perfect, The great
man was not without personal faults, nor did
his public acts escape severe critlolsimm. In
his carly days In congress Mr. Waebster
strongly opposed a protective tariff when
under the lead of Mr. Calhoun, the south
sought by duties on Imports to develop the
home Industries of cotton and other manu-
factures, while New England was agri-
cultural and commercial merely, and largely

engaged In the carrying trade uwpun the
ocean.,

Afterwards when New England bowed to
the nationnl policy and had Invested Ler

means in manufucturing  enterprises, wupon
which her property and wealth became alb-
solutely depondent, Mr, Webster changed his
posgition and argued with great earnestness
in the houge for protection accovding to the
American system of Secretary Clay,

In the address in the senate on February
8, 1880 upon the reception from the state of
Michigan of the statute of Lewis Caus, also
a native of New Hampsghire, the present
speaker sought for the reasons which led
that northérn statesman to be willing to
make so muany concesslons to thp south and
to slavery, The controlling move, It may
falrly be claimed, was love of the unlon of
these states and fears of lts  dissolutlon,
Now that the union after more than 100
yoara of natural lfe under the constitution
has been comented by the blood of hundreds
of thousands of patriotie coltizens In the
greatest war In modern thmes, these fears of
the men of 1860 mapy secm to have been farol-
ful and needloss. But they were real 1o
them, The union meant, as they believed,
everything that was dear to them und to
thelr ehildren, and they were willing to yleld
und to suffer much rather than to risk the
doubtful issue of fractional warfare for its

maintenance. That such a motive Influenced
Mr. Webaster there can be no  doubt
Whether it was the sole motlve may he

guestioned, If he had lived until 1861 when
the south wod slavery began the war, he
wonld have spoken uncompromisingly for the
maintenanees of the unlon by force of arms.
In eenturies to come, T the statues in the gal-
lery escape the leveling hand of time, and
future generations look upon the Hkeness of
Webster and ask who bhe was, and what he
did, there sbhall come the undying euloglum
“He was the greatest expounder and defender
af the Americun constitution.'

Senutors Hoar and Morgan followed:

The venerable senator from Vermont, Mr,
Morrill, one of the few men now in publie
life. who has seen Daniel Webster, gave a
rec tal  of several anecdotes of the dead
statesman, “'No wan,'” he said, “who ever
lpoked upen Danlel Websy e would fall 1o
discover that he was a mano of no common
mold,

Benator Davis sald: "It has been sald of
Webster that he was not a constructive
statesman, that he originated few measures,
drafted few statutes and that be was a mere
demonstrator. Exactly the contrary is the
fact. He was the most construotive of Ameri-

can statesmen. He construed the constitu-
tlon construct'vely In nearly  all of s
articles, He applied and expanded it, and

today his perscnality is inseparably indenti-
fled with it as it s

Benators Cullom and Mitehell spoke, and
Senator Lodge sald of Stark that he sprang
from that sturdy stock which brought to the
porth of Ireland the blood of the Beoteh Coy-
enapters and of Cromwell's Ironsides.

glatuary hall In the natlonal eapitol az the
gift of the people of the state of New Hamp-
shire, was quletly removed at noon today,
and the publie was lor the first time per-
mitted to look upon thepe latest additions
to the natlonnl collection af memorial figures,

The unvelling ceremony was as simple as it

was possible to make It, and conseted In

lifting from the marble columns the shrouds
of canvas with which they were covered,

There was, however, quite an #assemblage

of people, Including Governor Bmith of New

Hampshire and staff, in the hall until the

vell was cast aside,

When the figures were dlsclosed there was
a round of applause from the New Hamp-
shire men. The fuce of Wehster shows its
characteristic vigor, although there is a be-
nignant expression not ghown in the uxual
print and busts of the great orator. He
stands erect, clad In old time dress coat and
choker, his left hand grasping a roll of manu-
soript,  General Btark wears the continental
uniform and his right hand holds the hilt
of n shenthsd sword, Goverpor Smith and
staff expressed great satisfaction with both
statue.s,

stood,  There were appropriate speeches and

ARGUING THE OAKLAND CASL,

senntor Stewart Presenta the Railroad Side
of the Argument.

WASHINGTON, Dee. 20.—Benator Stewart
concluded hig argument today in the =su-
preme court in the Oakland water front case.
He set forth the changes wrought on the
Oukland side of San Francsco bay by the
location theis of the rallway terminus,
making that clty a great commerelal eenter.
He said this had cost the rallway compuany
vast sums of money, and that but for these
outlays the government would never have
undertaken the construction of a harber,

The harbor {8 a purely artificlal one. He
sald that the grant in gquestion was not under
navigable waters, but consisted of land cov-
ered by water at high tide and bare ot low
tde, and of land covered by shallow water
without suMelent depth for nuvigation, The
grant was no portlon of an existing harbor,
but of lands which could be reclaimed by
filling in, and other submerged lands where
the water could only be’ maede nuviguble hy
excavation. For more than a generiation
the stale has collected taxes on the granted
property it now clalms pever Lo lave had
the power to grant,

Mr, Stewart then explained the recognized
title of all states bordering on tids water 1o
the lands ly ng between high and low waler
mark and to the submerged lands out to
the line of navigahle waters, These lands
had been granted to Individuals, sometlmes
by recognlzing riparvian rights of the owners
of the upland and gometimeds, as In Lhis case,
by specinl granting acts. Had Qalifornia
recognized ripurian rights the owners of the
Peraltn  grant, on which Oakland stands, would
have owned the water front of Oakland and
Almeda and miles more besides,

Mr. Biewart then proceeded to digcuss the
oplnion of the supreme court n the Chicago
lake front case, all of which he fally sus-
tuined, He arserted that If the prineiples
liujid down in that cage were adheréd to in
thé present case the gront he was defend-
ing must be held valld,

He sad that under the decision in the Chl-
